Two petitions from the patrons of 


O8te*n school were presented, one 
asking for the removal of the princi 
pal and tbe other asking for her re- 
tention 
Inasmuch as the sentiment 


of the community seems so divided 
and that the teacher concerned pro- 
posed to the board to accept work in 
another locality in the county'if the 
board deemed it for the best interest 
of the school, it was decided^ beat to 
transfer 
the teicher to 
another 


school. The superintendent was In- 
structed to make the transfer by Jan- 
uary 12th, and to assign Miss Sophia 
Bankskell to the principalship thus 
caused vacant. 


Upon petition the board agreed to 


furnish a teacher for the colored 
school at New Tomoka, provided the 
community will furnish the house and 
bear all other expenses. The super- 
intendent was instructed, to open the 
school February 2nd, with L White- 
man' as teacher. 


A request from. Mrs. D' W. Wald 


dron that her son be allowed to with 
draw from the Ormond school to en 
ter Daytona school was denied, on 
the grounds that a county school reg 
ulation prohibits, unless for a good 
and sufficient cause. 


The expulsion of a pupil from the 


McGlenn school was reviewed by the 
board, and the superintendent was in- 
structed *o advise the teacher that 
she has no authority to expel a pu- 
pil That a ten-day suspension is the 
limit of her authority, and that the 
pupil shall be allowed to re-enter 
school at the expiration of this time 
That if such offence as caused the 
suspension be repeated a second sus- 
pension may be made end a third 
should the case demand. A third sus- 
pension for the same cause becomes 
an expulsion upon approval of the 
county board.

Commission Has No Power. 


"Any assertion that the state board 


of railway commissioners has any 
thing to do with the canal is ludi- 
crous," said M!r. Boggs. 
The canal 


was built!by contract with the state 
before the railway commission was 
created and the trustees of the Inter- 
nal Improvement fund ' have entire 
control. Under the contract the trus- 
tees are to fix the tolls to be charged, 
re-establishing these rates every year, 
I believe. I do not know whether new 
rates were fixed this year oo not. But 
be that as it may, the control of the 
canal and the fixing of the toll rates 
charged for boats passing through the 
canal Is vested in the trustees of the 
.nternal improvement fund and in no 
other body. The state board of rail- 
way commissioners has nothing what- 
ever to flo with the canal or the toll 
charges, one way or the other.

ic carrier has nothing whatever to 
do with the case, tor the reason tha 
he canal was built by contract wit!

Opposition to Toll Charges. 


Opposition to the toll charges on 


the intra-coastal canal, denoted by the 
boatmen as exorbitant, has become 
more and more pronounced during th 
last few weeks, the boatmen cutting 
the toll chains and refusing to pa;

ANEW ELSE BE DISQUALIFIED 


FROM VOTING. 


Primary registration books which 


opened on Monday of last week have 
received many names, although the 
Daytona registration officer, Geo. F. 
Croucli. has reported that there Is 
still much misunderstanding about 
the plan, and that all do not seem to 
know that registration upon the reg- 
ular books will no longer entitle cit- 
izens to suffrage in the primaries. 


According to'the Bryan law, under 


which statute tne books were opened, 
no person can vote in the primary 
who has not qualified for said primary 
hooks. These books, however, do not 
have anything to do with the general 
election. They are only for primaries, 
and in them every citizen must regis- 
ter every two years In order to hold 
nis suffrage insofar as primaries are 
concecned. 


The old registration books will still 


be used for the general election, it is 
explained, the same as has been the 
case heretofore. They have no bear- 
ing on the primaries, and neither do 
the primary registration books have 
any bearing on the general election. 
The two elections will be divorced 
hereafter in the matter of registra- 
tion. Registration for primary election 
will not qualify a man for voting in a 
general election, and registration in 
the general election books will not 
qualify a man for suffrage at a pri- 
mary 
| 


Mr. Crouch declares that the law is

DELAND. Jan. 8.—The 
County 


school board met In the 'superintend 
ent'a office Monday evening. 


Two petitions from the patrons of 


Osteen school were presented, one 
asking for the removal of the princi 
pal and the other asking for her re- 
tention 
Inasmuch as the sentiment 


of the community seems so divided 


' 
and that the teacher concerned pro- 
posed to the board to accept work in 
another locality in the county'if the 
board deemed it for the best interest 
of the school, it was decldedN best to 
transfer 
the teicher to 
another 


school. The superintendent was in- 
structed to make the transfer by Jan- 
uary 12th, and to assign Miss Sophia 
Bankskell to the principalship thus 
caused vacant. 


Upon petition the board agreed to 


furnish a teacher for the 
colored 


school at New Tomoka, provided the 
community will furnish the house and 
bear all other expenses. The super- 
intendent was instructed, to open the 
school February 2nd, with L White- 
marf as teacher. 


A request from. Mrs. D' W. Wald 


dron that her son be allowed to with 
draw from the Ormond school to en 
ter Daytona school was denied, on 
the grounds that a county school reg 
illation prohibits, unless for a good 
and sufficient cause. 


The expulsion of a pupil from the 


McGlenn school was reviewed by the 
board, and the superintendent was 
structed *o advise the teacher that 
she has no authority to expel a pu- 
pil That a ten-day suspension is the 
limit of her authority, and that the 
pupil shall be allowed to re-enter 
school at the expiration of this time 
That if such offence as caused the 
suspension be repeated a second sus- 
pension may be made end a third 
should the case demand. A third sus- 
pension for the same cause becomes 
an expulsion upon approval of the 
county board. 


Upon recommendation of the trus- 


tees of Oak Hill school, the superin- 
tendent was instructed to raise the 
principal's salary $10 per month, be- 
ginning with the fourth month, pro- 
vided the trustees are willing to al- 
low this sum to be paid from the spe- 
cial district funds. 


A letter from the state tax commis- 


sion was read, requesting the county 
school board to agree '•not to ask for 
more money for school purposes for 
the coming year than was asljed for 
last year 
The board agreed not to- 


ask for more than will be necessary 
for proper ma'ntenanee of the schools 
.in the county, and the superintendent 
was ordered to so write the commis- 
sion. 


Insurance policy for $800 on the 


Oak Hill school house was received, 
and warrant ordered drawn from spe- 
cial district funds to L B. Bouchell 
to pay the premium.

;he intra-coastal canal, denoted by the 
boatmen as exorbitant, has become 
more and more pronounced during the 
ast few weeks, the boatmen cutting 
he toll chains and refusing to pay 
he toll charged by the transportation 
company. The first serious objection 
was made by Miami' boatmen who 
broke the toll chain near Fort Lauder-

UPRISING OF CONVICTS 


NARROWLY AVERTED 


ONE IS FIRED UPON BY GUARD 


CAPTAIN AT MOULTRIE—AS A 


RESULT CONVICT LIES IN ST. 


AUGUSTINE HOSPITAL. 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Jan. 13.-Great 


excitement prevailed at Moultrle, near 
here, Saturday night, when a general 
uprising among the convict laborers 
housed there threatened to result m 
the escape ot several, and had it not 
been for the quick work of Raymond 
Pacetti, a guard captain, there would 
have been a different story to tell. 


Only one convict, L. L. Wheeler, 


was seriously injured,

ceived a bullet In the abdomen from 
the revolver of Pacetti, when the con- 
vict, taken by surprise, attempted to 
wrest the gun from the guard's hand 
Wheeler is hovering between life and 
death at the Flagler hospital In this 
city, where he was removed soon 
after the fracas .

Section 3566 is in this language: 
"Whoever keeps open store or dis- 


poses of any wares, ' merchandise, 
goods or chattels on Sunday, or sells 
or barters the same, shall be pun- 
ished by a "fine not exceeding flfty 
dollars. In cases of emergency or ne- 
cessity, however, merchants, shop- 
keepers and others may dispose of 
the comforts and necessaries of life 
to customers without 
doors." 


The laws go on further and section 


3567 makes it a misdemeanor to em- 
ploy a servant on Sunday for anything 
except the ordinary household busi- 
ness of daily necessity, or other work 
of necessity or charity and fixes a 
penalty of $10 Cor each offense

on Saturday, likewise, chewing gum, 
and candy, gum drops and lolly pops 
not excapted. For a while the Sunday | 
night caller will have a good alibi | 
for not bringing along that customary i 
box of sweets. 


It you have a car of your own, and 


drive it yourself, and were thoughtful 
enough to get gasoline the day be- 
fore, all well and good.

REGISTER 


ANEW ELSE BE DISQUALIFIED 


FROM VOTING. 


Primary registration books which 


opened on Monday of last week have 
received many names, although the 
Daytona registration officer, Geo. F. 
Crouch, has reported that there is 
still much misunderstanding 
about 


the plan, and that all do not seem to 
know that registration upon the reg- 
ular books will no longer entitle cit- 
izens to suffrage in the primaries. 


According to'the Bryan law, under 


which statute the books were opened, 
no person can vote in the primary 
who has not qualified for said primary 
hooks 
These books, however, do not 


have anything to do with the general 
election. They are only for primaries, 
and in them every citizen must regis- 
ter every two years in order to hold 
his suffrage insofar as primaries are 
concerned. 


The old registration books will still 


be used for the general election, It is 
explained, the same as has been the 
case heretofore. 
They have no bear- 


ing on the primaries, and neither do 
the primary registration books have 
any bearing on the general election 
The two elections will be divorced 
tiereafter in the matter of registra- 
tion. Registration for primary election 
will not qualify a man for voting in a 
general election, and registration In 
the general election books will not 
qualify a man for suffrage at a pri- 
mary 
| 


Mr Crouch declares that the law Is 


simple enough, and when once gener- 
ally understood will not be hard to 
follow, but he has met with many er- 
roneous theories, and misunderstand- 
ings thus far among those who have 
come to register. Only 176 have thus 
far registered in Daytona precinct
